They 
consider  their  mother  to  have  gone  off  her  rocker  because  she 
dyes  her  hair  blue,  sleeps  with  a  teddy  bear,  decides  to  be  an 
actress  (at  her  age),  and  squanders  her  Memorial  Fund  or 
Happiness  Fund  by  donating  money  to  foolish  causes  —  like  two 
hundred  dollars  to  get  a  box  of  soil  from  Italy  for  a  farmer,  buying 
a  tombstone  for  a  flower  peddler's  horse,  and  chartering  a  ship  to 
send  a  thousand  school  children  around  the  world.  Lily  Belle, 
I  it  us,  and  Samuel  stop  her  just  as  she  is  about  to  set  up  this  Fund 
legally  -  with  a  postman,  a  gardener,  a  veterinarian,  and  herself 
as  board  of  directors.

free  to  leave.  Titus,  Samuel,  and  Lily  Belle  had  put  their  mother  in 
"The  Cloisters"  to  keep  her  from  losing  all  their  money,  but  they 
push  the  panic  button  when  they  discover  that  she  sold  all  the 
Savage  industries  and  buried  the  remaining  money  which  was 
converted  into  bonds.  Lily  Belle  gets  arrested  when  she  looks  for 
the  bonds  that  her  mother  said  were  hidden  in  a  stuffed  fish  in 
the  Department  of  Ichthyology  of  the  Museum  of  Natural 
History.

Mrs.  Savage 
succeeds  in  making  her  children  look  like  fools,  although  she 
hoped  they  would  learn  to  understand  "the  fools  of  good  heart  - 
those  who  gamble  on  people,  and  invest  in  kindness  -  those 
who  doubt  that  position  means  privilege,  or  that  manners  mean 
morals.
